have been involved with nar-
cotics. Of those who have used
narcotics, 313 are heroin ad-
| dicts.

| Among the 2480 young poo-
ple reported in the survey as
“involved” with narcotics,
those who were not definitely
addicts in the strict sense of
the term were found with
needle marks on their hodies
and others had records of pos-
session, transportation, or sale
of illegal drugs of all types.

THE CALIFORNIA . Youth
Authority survery shows that
more narcotic users came from
Southern California than from
the North, and there were
more boys than girls who were
definitely users,

It must be understood that
the new survey by the Califor-
nia Youth Authority does not
include adults and it pertains
only to those young people
who have come under the juris-
diction of the Youth Authority
through' court action. Experts
are not in agreement, but some
estimate that for every young-
ster who falls into the clutches
of the courts, there are from
10 to 20 who have not yet heen
caught. . :

WHEN MY Nalline Test Law
was presented as Assembly
Bill No. 2738 and passed by
the Assembly on June 6, 1959,
I publicly stated that it pro-
vides merely a test for parole
violation and to some extent
a means for criminal investiga-
tion, but it not a cure for the
narcotics habit. Again, when
my bill was passed by the Sen-
ate on June 16, 1059, it was
explained on the floor of the
State Senate that this is an ef-
fective weapon against nare
cotics but not a cure.

Nalline is a drug which js in-
jected into the body of a nar-
catic suspect by a physician, 1t
causes changes in the size of
the pupil of the eye in such a
manner that the physician can
determine in about one-half an
hour whether the subject has
been using morphine or heroin

IN OAKLAND, where ' the

drug has been used more than
five thousand times without ad-
verse. consequences; the  Chief
of Police, W, W, Vernon, has
told me that although narcotic
addicition is primarly .a'medi-
cal problem, very few drug ad-
dicts voluntarily seek -medical
help. Such people :must ' be
caught by law-enforcement of-
ficers, convicted of some crime,
and then given care in an in-
stitution, followed by careful
guidance while they ;are ' on
probation.
